ESTIMATE PROVIDES 
MILLION MORE MEN 
FOR BRITISH ARMY 


London, December 14.—A_ supplemen- 
tary estimate issued today providts for 
an additional 1,000,000 men of all ranks 
for the army service during the pres- 
ent financial year. The original esti- 
Tate was for 4,000g00 men. 

In moving a vote of credit of £400.- 
000,000 sterling in the house of com- 
mons, A. Bonar Law, chancellor of the 
exchequer, decided to confine his 
speech almost entirely to the financial 
side of the war. 3 ; 
Today's vote of credit is the four- 
teenth since the outbreak of the war, 
Sringing up the total for the present 
financial year to [£1,750,000,000 ster- 
ling and the grand total for the war to 
£8,532,000,000 sterling. 


TEUTONIC FORCES 
CONTINUE DRIVE 
AGAINST RUMANIANS 


Berlin, December 14.—(Via Sayville.) 
All along the front in Rumania the 
Teutonic forces are making progress, it 
fs announced officially. All of 
Great Wallachia south of the railroad 
between Bucharest and Tchernavoda is 
now in the hands of the Teutonic 
forces. 

The official statement follows: 

“Front of Archduke Joseph: In the 
wooded Carpathians artillery fire was 
continued. 

“In the Gyergyo mountains and in the 
Argesu] valley the Russians continue 
theirecostly but absolutely unsuccess- 
ful attacks. . 

“Army Group of Field Marshal von 
Mackensen: Favorable progress is be- 
ing made on the whole front, in gnpite 
of the great difficulties caused by the 
condition of the roads. 

“Great Wallachia, south of the raj}- 
way from Bucharest to Tcehernavoda, 
has been cleared af énemy forces.”’

EXPERTS STRESS 
ECONOMIC VALUE 
OF FINE HIGHWAYS 


Washington, December 14.—The eco- 
nomic value of good roads was empha- 
sized today by speakers before the an- 
nual convention of the American Civic 
association. 

Herbert Quick, of the federal farm 
loan board, explaining the relations 
between improved highways and farm 
land values, said an efficient system 
of county roads was cheaper and more 
valuable to the farmer than so-called 
tap line railroad spurs, which could 
not be constructed for $75,000 a mile, 
and the cost of which must be paid by 
the communities they serve. 

“Good roads have a vital effect on 
the value of farm land,” said Mr. 
Quick. “If our board and country 
banks are to loan money on farms they 
must know the producing value of the 
mortgage element and here is where 
the value of good roads becomes mani- 
fest.”’

British W ar Expert 


Finds Encouragement 


In Germany’s Offer 


Teutons Fear, Another Al- 
lied Offensive Such as That 
on Somme, Geri. Maurice 


Believes. 


London, December 14.—'‘‘Despite its 


blatant and arrogant tone, Chancellor 
von Bethmann-Hollweg’s peace speech 
offers us much encouragement. when 
considered from a military standpoint,” 
said General Wrederick D. Maurice, 


chief director of military operations at 
the British war office, on discussing 
today with the Associated Press the 
military signifcance of the German 
chancellor's peace offering. 
Maurice continued: 

‘Of course, until we receive definite 
terms, it will be impossible for us to 
discuss the German peace terms. The 
military reasons which led to their ut- 
terance certainly are not discouraging 
to us. 

“The Germans know we are capable 
of a greater offensive than we launch- 
ed last summer on the Somme, and 
they do not like the prospect. We ate 
increasing our forces and our muni- 
tions, and are improving our positions. 

“Lately, independently, but from sim- 
ilar data, we and the French have 
computed the German losses on the 
Somme and have arrived .at exactly 
the same results, which may be ex- 
pressed as follows: ) 

“The total German loss in men was 
more than 700,000, which included 95,- 
000 prisoners. In material we took 135 
heavy guns, 180 field pieces and i,483 
machine guns. 

“it must be remembered that our 
prisoners were first-line fighting men 
from the front-line trenches, while the 
recem captures’ nmrade by the central 
powers consisted in large part of the 
army service medical corps and other 
practically noncombatant portions of 
the army, which necessarily were 
picked up in operations like those in 
Rumania. 

“Germany knows we are prepared to 
initiate a greater offensive at any 
place on the western front than on the 
Somme. When I talked to you last ! 
said that Germany had made no im- 
portant captures of men in Rumania, 
but just at that moment she was 
making’ a large scoop of prisoners from 
the second Rumanian army. However. 
it is doubeful if the Germans will get 
a satisfactory Christmas dinner from 
the capture of food supplies in Ru- 
mania. Not being in Field Marshall 
von Hindenburg’s confidence, I cannot 
tell how far he will carry his offen- 
sive, but he ean undoubtedly go 
farther.’’

REACHES WASHINGTON 


Not Decided Whether the 
United States in Forward. 
ing Document Will Send 
Any Recommerfation. 


Washington, December 14.-—Arrival 
of both the German and Austrian peace 
notes and broad intimations at the en- 
tente embassies that the proposals of 
the central powers would not be flatls 


rejected without examination, were the 
outstanding developments here today in 
the peace move. 

Germany’s note, substantially the 
same as the published texts, arrived 
early by cable, and just as the ‘state de- 
‘partment was closing for the day Aus- 
tria’s note arrived. Secretary Lansing 
said it was identical with Germany's 
and that neither contained any change 
in meaning from the semi-official ver- 
sions. 

It was stated officially that neither 
Germany’s nor Austria’s note would be 
forwarded before tomorrow, if, indeed, 
then, and there was no outward indica- 
tion that the president had made up his 


mind what action, if any, he would 
take in transmiting the central powers’ 
proposals to the entente belligerents. 
| Way Smoothed for President: 
When, with the announcement of the 
German proposals two days ago, it ap- 
peared that the entente allies were in- 
clined to reject the offer flatly, it ap- 
peared very doubtful if President Wil- 
son could find a way to add a word of

mediation in transmitting the notes. 
With the apparent moderating of that 
first attitude, as reflected in the Brit- 
ish newspapers and among the entente 
diplomats here, the way seems easier 
for the president to express in some 
way the hope that the proposal for a 
discussion of peace will not be reject- 
ed without consideration. In such a 
step there is a likelihood of the United 
States being supported by some of the 
Muropean neutrals. The minister of 
one of them today asked his govern- 
ment to authorize him to assure the 
president of indorsement in such a 
move, and it is believed others are con- 
sidering the same phase:of the situa- 
tion. 
The Spanish ambassador, Mr. Riano, 
and the Swiss minister, Dr. Ritter, both 
conferred today with Secretary Lans- 
ing. Their governments also are act- 
ing as intermediaries in tfansmitting 
the proposals. Whether they discussed 
the prospect of a neutral concert was 
not disclosed, but the impression pre- 
vailed that in the absence of a decision 
by President Wilson the subject was 
scarcely more than touched upon. 


Action Not Binding. 


in the attitude of the 
entente embassies, however, was re- 
garded as the most interesting de- 
velopment pointing to the probable po- 
sitiean of the allies. It was indicated 
that to avoid being placed in the po- 
bsition of flatly rejecting peace over- 
tures without knowing what is pro- 
posed, it was not improbabie that after 
mature deliberation among themselves 
the allies would make reply inquiring 
upon what basis a discussion was sug- 
gested.

German officials here repeat- 
edly have expressed their conviction 
that once having gone that -far, the 
movement would result in an actual 
peace conference. The conviction of 
the allied diplomats, on the other 
hand, is that Germany's terms, as out- 
lined by the German embassy here and 
as indicated by the tenor of the Ger- 
man chancellor's speech, are suchthat 
discussiog would be fruitful of no con- 
clusion. But before approaching that 
stage they seem to agree that an in- 
quiry to the central powers for more 
information of-their proposal will be 
proper and that it will develop the 
ground for the next step.

“In order to obtain the support of the 
Gerinan peoples, who are tired of the 
war, the Berlin government many times 
has had recourse to fallacious words of 
peace, and has frequently, in order to 
animate its troops, offered prospects of 
an early peace. It promised peace when 
Warsaw was taken, when Serbia was 
conquered, forgetting that such prom- 
ises unfilled would create profound dis- 
trust. 

“In its further efforts, which are 
similarly due to the same interested 
considerations, the German government 
is obliged to carry this question outside 
of Germany. All the world recalls 
these attempts, notably its ballons 
d’essai, which were sent up in neutral 
countries, particularly the United 
States. 

“Seeing the inanity of such methods. 
which deceived nobody, Germany at- 
tempted to create a peace atmosphere, 
which would allow her to,sconsolidate 
her aggressive and imperialistic ten- 


dencies, while sowing discord between 
the allies, by seeking to make pub- 
lic opinion believe that separate pour 
parlers were in progress between her 
and. the entent powers. There also 
were persistent reports of a separate

The German 
government, in order to uplift the 
hearts of its people and to prepare it 
for fresh sacrifices, is striving to cre- 
ate a favorable atmosphere with the 
following thesis: ‘We are 
for our existence: we are proposing 
peace; it is refused us. Therefore, :the 
responsibility for the continuation 
the war falls upon our enemies.’ 

“The object pursued by Germany, 
however, is clear® She speaks of respect 


for the rights of other nations, but at! 


the same time she has already in- 
troduced into Belgium, Serbia, 
negro and Poland a regime of terror 
and violence. As for the future, Ger- 
many has proclaimed an illusory in- 
dependence for Poland; she 
to divide Serbia between Bulgaria and 
Austria, economically to subjugate 
Belgium, and cede to Bulgaria part 
of Rumania territory.

Chancellor’s Summing - Up 
of Entente Policy Greeted 
With Prolonged Cheers in 


House of Commons. 


London, December 15.—-“The allies re- 
there shall be adequate re- 
paration for the past and adequate se- 
curity for the future. That is still the 
policy and still the determination of his 
matiesty's government.” 

This was the declaration of Andrew 
Bonar Law,.repeating the words of Mr. 
Asquith three monthsago.as he made 
his debut today as the leader of the 
new government in the house of com- 
inons. It was only a brief and passing 
allusion to the German peace propos- 
al, but the ringing announcement that 
it was still the policy and determina- 
tion of the government struck the key- 
note of the new government's attitude 
and aroused a prolonged demonstration 
of approval. 

Lloyd-George Absent. 

The sessions of both the bords and 
commons were attended with unusual 
interest as being the first bow of the 
new government, though the absence 
of Premier Lioyd-George through con- 
the initial scene 
regime like Hamlet, withont 
Great crowds besieged 
for admission and both 
chambers showed the galleries filled 
with eager spectators and the floors 
animated with newly-formed political! 
groups. 

The house of commons was the scene 
of chief interest, as here five ministers 
of the late government—Reginald Me- 
Kenna, Walter Runciman, Herbert 
Samuel, Lewis Harcourt and H. J. Ten- 
nant—ranged themselves on the frout 
bench of the opposition, while Andrew 
Bonar Law, flanked by the ministers 
of the new administration, occupied 
the bench just vacated by the Asquith 
ministers across the aisle. 

Mr. Asquith, like Mr. Lloyvd-George, 
was absent through sickness, Dut even 
with the chief figures absent it was a 
striking scene of the old and the new 
regimes facing each other at the cru- 
cial moment of the issues over war and 
peace. 

The feature of the day was Mr. Bonar 
Law's presentation of the bill for 490,- 
000,000 pounds additional war credits 
and his incidental reference to the 
peace proposal. In urging the war 
credit Mr. Bonar Law displayed his 
command of the vast financial branch 
and his exse and readiness as parlia- 
mentary leader. 

Expenses Cannot Last. 

Referring to the vast daily expendi- 
tures of 5,700,000 pounds as “colossal 
beyond imagination,” he frankly de- 
clared that such figures could not be 
continued indefinifely: all that could be 
hoped for was to continue them long 
enough to beat the enemy. 

Mr. Bonar Law's reference to the 
German proposal came as he closed. 
He prefaced it with the statement that 
the proposal had not yet reached his

in having peace re-established as soon 
as possible. Meanwhile the American 


diplomats in the entente countries will 


be expected to keep the government 


informed of official views. 
The only official word forthcoming 


at the white house was that President 
Wilson was studying the question 
closely, and had not reached a deter- 
mination on the steps to take. He is 
expected to take it up at least infor- 
mally tomorrow with his cabinet. 

The German note asked that the 
United States “be so good” as to send 
it on to France, Great Britain, Japan, 
Russia, Serbia and Rumania. 

The Austrian note the United States 
was asked to transmit to the same 
nations as the German note, except that 
Belgium was substituted for Rumania, 

The Turkish note was expected dur- 
ing the night and was expected to re- 
quest transmission to France, Great 
Britain and Japan.

IN THE PURE-BRED CLASS. 

Georgia cattle growers are rapidly get- 
ting into the pure-bred class, not only for 
better beef and dairy products, but as a 
profitable industry in the growing of regis- 
tered animals for breeding purposes. 

Cattle growers here have long been buy- 
fame pure-bred stock as a foundation for the 
industry; now they are beginning to sell it 
back in the north and west. A current dis- 
patch from Auburn tells of the sale of two 
Georgia-grown Hereford bulls to Chicago 
purchasers at a handsome figure. It says: 

That Turner cofnty is gaining an en- 
viable reputation for raising pure-bred 
cattle was shown recently when C. F. 
Shingler, president of the Red Pebble 
Stock Farm, sold two Hereford bulls to 
parties in Chicago for the sum of $1,200. 

Mr. Shingler has just recently purchas- 
ed a herd of pure-bred Holstein cattle 
and will raise pure-ibred dairy as well as 
beef cattle. 

And why shouldn’t Georgia cattle growers 
do just that? There isn’t any other state or 
section that has any advantage of us in 
the growing of the finest stock. 

Georgia has acquired in the last few 
years several million dollars worth of pure- 
bred cattle—registered breeds of undoubted 
class and pedigree. The primary object has 
been to make better beef and dairy cattle, 
but there is no reason why we should not 
produce ‘at the same time the highest quality 
of breeding stock. 

It is not only a profitable feature of the 
industry, but it will serve to concentrate 
attention upon the value and importance of 
live-stock growing generally; of growing 
always the best breed, the kind that do not 
eat their heads off as did the one-time 
“scrub,” and that bring a worth-while price 
when they are ready for the market. 

We have not only started right in the 
matter of better cattle breeding, but we are 
making rapid progress. With a well-devel- 
oped cattle industry throughout the: state, 
the fear of low-priced cotton will have been 
dispelled, let come what may.

A SOUTHERN DUTY. 

Commenting upon statements made in 
northern publications, incident to the recent 
migration of negroes persuaded to leave 
their southern homes by glowing offers of 
high wages, to the effect that “the social 
conscience of the south is astir in regard 
to the negro,’ The Savannah Morning News 
remarks that it might be well for the north- 
ern social conscience to do a little stirring 
on its own part, and says: 


But perhaps it is better to say here 
that it is the business and duty of the 
white people of the south to extend to 
the negroes such treatment only as is fair 
and just. Wholesale arrests of negroes 
because they are negroes—arrests that 
would not ‘be made if they were white un- 
der similar circumstances; jill treatment 
of negroes because their skin is black, 
lynching of nexroes—these things must 
not be countenanced by white people. 
The right to live and to invest the earn- 
ings ot thrift must not be denied to ne- 
gzroes. 


Therein lies the whole gist of the matter 
—the situation as we have to deal with it. 
There is no-use in our concerning ourselves 
further about the northern conscience or 
what some of the rabid and unregenerate 
of that part of the country may have to say 
about us. It’s a favorite pastime of theirs 
to dig and jab at the “beam” in somebody 
else's eye, and they would find something to 
fume about even if there wasn’t a single 
negro anywhere in the south 

We have our problem, its solution rests 
with us, and the question is, what are we 
going to do about it? 

If the south has an awakened social con- 
science and the north hasn't, it’s all the 
more creditable to us. We believe it has, 
and that it is going to establish fairness 
and justice and equity wherever they have 
been lacking. 

The idea that fair and just treatment in 
apy way involves social equality is all 
poppycock. Any fear that reasonable edu- 
cation would destroy the value of the negro 
in his own sphere is equally absurd. Proper 
education will make of the negro a better 
laborer. 2 better farmhand, a better artisan, 
or a better anything else at which he may 
turn bis hand. 

‘We must first definitely banish the mob 
and establish assurance that the negro 


| 


charged with crime shall have the same fair 
treatment before 8 courts as the white 
man. When we have done that, the rest 
will come easy. : 

But it is our problem and we propose to 
solve it in accordance with -the conditions 
and the lights before us. Sympathetic in- 
terest that understands and co-operates is 
welcome, but for the taunts and sneers of 
ignorant prejudice we have neither time nor 
concern.

OUR UNDERVALUED LANDS. 


One of Atlanta’s prominent suburbanites, 
born and reared in the middle west, who 
spent many years in Oregon, became inter- 
ested in Georgia through a magazine which 
happened to fall into his hands, and came 
here to investigate. He’s here yet, and say’ 
in effect that the only way to get him off his 
Georgia acres would be to dynamite him or 
to wash his land from under him. 

“If one of our Georgia counties could be 
picked up bodily and transferred to either 
California or Oregon,” says this former 
westerner, but now intensely a Georgian, in 
a communication to The Constitution from 
James R. Nutting, published today, “the 
character and quality of the soil would at- 
tract so much attention that it would be 
exploited all over the country, and the land 
would bring in the neighborhood of $1,000 
an acre for farming purposes.”’ In fact, says 
he—and he is borne out by authentic sta- 
tistics—Oregon and Washington land adapt- 
able to apple and other fruit culture has 
brought on the, open matket as much as 
$4,000 an acre. | 

Here we have the testimony of a man—a 
solid, common-sensed countryman—who has 
traveled extensively over the country with 
the sole purpose of finding the happiest spot 
upon which to locate for a lifetime, who 
lived for years in one of the great far- 
western states, but who now is permanently 
a Georgian, and who gives it as his con- 
servative opinion that Georgia lands offer 
“far greater possibilities” than do the lands 
in those sections with which he was for so 
many years familiar. 

And he gays, too, that “those lands have 
been over-exploited, while Georgia lands have 
been very much undervalued.” 

At current prices there is room for little 
doubt, as Mr. Nutting points out, about the 
correctness of his conclusion; neither is 
there room for contravening the prediction 
that the day is not far distant when his 
will be almost the universal view. 

This gentleman’s observations, experi- 
ences and conclusions tend only to magnity 
two basic needs of Georgia and the south- 
ea‘: Publicity, throug): which was the eye 
of the Oregonian in question turned toward 
the south, and a proper and just appreciation 
by ourselves of what we have to offer. 

Happily, both of these needs bid fair to 
be supplied, in large part, at least, as they 
rightfully should be, by our two great com- 
mercial organizations—the Georgia and the 
Atlanta chambers of commerce, each of 
which recently fas announced policies look- 
ing to more aggressive and more compre- 
hensive publicity, both locally and out-of- 
state, and through such means as the 
forthcoming land show, which will demon- 
strate our local insurpassable resources and 
our real land values. 

There still remains another and a very 
pleasant feature in what this contented 
southerner-by-adoption has to say. It must 
make a native’s blood course faster and his 
nerves tingle a little to hear a “foreigner” 
say he is glad to become a Georgian, and 
that he wouldn’t swap his Georgia home 
for any other on the face of the earth! 

It all has a tendency to make Georgians 
even more glad than before that they are 
Georgians. 


SWAT THE FLY! 


Midwinter would seem to be a closed sea- 
son for the house fly, and yet there is sub- 
stantial foundation for the anti-fly campaign 
which the Merchants’ Association of New 
York has undertaken, even with the ther- 
mometer around freezing. 

This association is sending out cards and 
circulars now, urging every householder to 
“Kill the winter flies!’”’ Now is the time, it 
declares, to begin next summer’s campaign. 

There is good reasoning back of this sug- 
gestion. While the winter weather kills 
most of the summer flies, it does not get 
them all. If it did there would be none left 
to breed next summer. 

The late hatched flies are now laying 
eges in favorable places for incubation in 
the early spring. Some of these eggs will 
hatch out during the winter where tempera- 
tures are favorable. It is the winter flies 
that will become the progenitors of next 
summer’s countless billions. One fly that 
gets through the winter will become the 
parent of hundreds of mililons the coming 
summer. ' 

The associatjon’s winter campaign is an 
important one. It is urging householders 
everywhere not to trust to the cold to kill 
the flies, but to make way with every one of 
them now. Housekeepers are advised to 
clean up their premises and give special at- 
tention to every out-of-the-way place where 
flies may lurk and breed. Particularly 
should they make sure there is nothing left 
which may harbor their eggs. 

Advice that is good for New York is good 
for Atlanta and every other city and com- 
munity which would rid itself of the danger 
in the house fly pest. As a carrier of dis- 
ease germs the fly perhaps has no superior. 
Its transmission of typhoid and dysentery is 
a well-known fact, and there is said to be a 
strong authentic authority to the effect that 


anthrax and infantile paralysis germs are | 


also carried and spread by this insect. 

The killing of the winter flies necessarily 
means fewer flies next summer, for the en- 
tire summer crop must come from those that 
get through the cold season, With compara- 
tively few of them to deal with, the work 


should be both easier and more effective.

The advice is good. Unquestionably, now 
is the time to begin next summer’s campaign 
against the house fly.’

Ex-Oregonian, Now “Cracker” 


That the people of Georgia are inappreci- 
ative of the real value of Georgia soil, that 
an average Georgia county, could it be trans- 
ferred bodily to the Pacific coast, would sell 
at the rate of approximately $1,000 an are, 
and that this region is urgently in need of 
exploitation, is the gist of the opinion held 
by an Atlanta suwburbanite, formerly for 
years a resident of Oregon, as given to The 
Constitution by James R. Nutting, @ well- 
known local realty dealer, in the following 
communication: 

Editor Constitution: Several days ago I 
had the pleasure of meeting a gentleman who 
was born in the middle west, and who for 
many years lived in Oregon where he ac- 
quired extensive properties. Becoming in- 
terested trom some magazine articles in the 
possibilities of this section, and the sale of 
some of his properties furnishing him an op- 
portunity to investigate these possibilities, he 
made a visit to Georgia and finally decided to 
locate in thifs state, and he is now one of Sur 
prominent suburbanites. 

He states that if one of our Georgia coun- 
ties could be picked up bodily and transferred 
to either California or Oregon, the character 
and quality of the soil would attract so much 
attention that it would be exploited all over 
the country and the land would probably 
bring something like $1,000 per acre for farm- 
ing purposes. Indeed this gentleman tells me 
that land in Oregon for fruit farming pur- 
poses has brought as high as $4,000 per acre. 
He says that lands in that section have been 
over-exploited, but that Georgia lands have 
been very much undervalued, and that we do 
not in any way realize the possibilities of our 
Georgia farming lands. 

Here is a man who was born in the west, 
and has traveled all‘over the west and the 
Pacific coast country, having lived for many 
years in one of the far western states, and 
it is his deliberate judgment that Georgia 
lands offer far greater possibilities than the 
lands in those sections with 'which he was for 
sO many years familiar. 

At present prices there is no doubt what- 
ever as to the-correctness of his diagnosis and 
I believe the time is not far distant when 
this will be the almost universal view.

Mussel Shoals Plant Indorsement 
Declared Based on Misconception 


At a meeting Thursday of the board of di- 
rectors of the chamber of commerce resolu- 
tions were adopted protesting the “hasty and 
ill-advised” action of the Southern Commer- 
cial congress, in indorsing Mussel Shoals, Ala., 
as the site for the. proposed government ni- 
trate plant. This action was based upon a 
misconception, it is claimed.

“Therefore, Be it resolved by the Georgia 
senate, the house concurring, That if the state 
of Georgia has no such location for said plant, 
we respectfully request and ‘urge President 
Wilson to locate this plant at Mussel Shoals, 
Alabama,” 

The resolutions further state that the di- 
rectors of the chamber of commerce request 
Georgia senators and representatives to sub- 
mit these facts with a true copy of the joint

the president, the secretary of war, and other 
authorities, whose duty it may 
upon the matter. 

At the meeting the directors adopted reso- 
lutions in regard to criticisms of the Atlan- 
ta chamber for the withdrawal of their in- 
dorsement of Birmingham, in favor of Rome. 

The resolutions state that the directors of 
the Atlanta chamber at their September meet- 
ing, not knowing that the city of Rome, in 
this state, would make an application, in- 
dorsed Birmingham as the site, but that, since

FAVORABLY REPORTED 


Leaders Doubt if Senate Will 
Act on Resolution This 
Session. 


| 


Washington, Decemier ' 14.—Nation- 
wide prohibition took a long stride 
toward congressional consideration to- 
day when the house judiciary commit- 
tee unexpectedly voted to recommend 
adoption of the proposed constitution4l 
amendment to forbid the manufacture 
and sale of liquor for beverage pur- 
poses in the United States. Even the 
most enthusiastic champions of the 
amendment had not expected favor- 
able action so soon from the commit- 
tee, which at the last session voted to 
postpone its consideration indefinitely. 

How far the resolution will progress 
through the various legislative stages 
of this congress is problematical and 
administration leaders doubt that it 
will reach the senate in time for action 
at this session. Prohibition advocates, 
however, predict ultimate adoption of 
the resolution and its reference to the 
Various state legislatures at a much 
earlier date than they heretofore had 
hoped for. A two-thirds majority in 
both houses is required. 

_ Sheppard Bill Before Senate, 

The prohibition issue also was 
brought directly to the attention of the 
senate, when the Sheppard bill to pro- 
hibit the manufacture and sale of liq- 
uor in the District of Columbia be- 
came the unfinished business to be 
kept before the senate until disposed of. 
As an amendment to this bill Senator 
Underwood has proposed a referendum 
to the male voters of the district. Sen- 
ator Kern, of Indiana, has added a 
proposal that women also should par- 
ticipate in the referendum. 

Sentiment in the senate for and 
against the referendum appears to be 
closely divided, with a vote on the sub- 
ject expected within a day or two. 

Discussion of the Sheppard bill af- 
forded opportunity for comment on the 
proposed amendment, several senators, 
among them Sheppard, Vardaman and 
Owen, predicting triumph for the cause 
of nation-wide prohibition in the near 
future. 

Becomes Dominant Issue. 

Hardly any one doubted tonight that 
prohibition will be a dominant legisla- 
tive issue before the new sixty-fifth 
congress if the constitutional amend- 
ment does not reach a voje this winter. 
In the house before the amendment gan 
be taken up for consideration a specia\ 
rule must be ae sa Siving it a right 
of way. Representative Webb, chair- 
man of the judiciary committee; will 
ask for such a rule early in January 
and endeavor to press the resolution to 
an early vote. 

Seven members of the judiciary com- 
mittee voted against reporting the pro- 
hibition amendment. They were Gard 
of Ohio, Dyer and Igoe, Missouri: Gra- 
ham and_ “Steele, of Pennsylvania 
Walsh, of Massachusetts, and Danforth. 
of New York. Representatives Elza 
Williams, of Illinois, and Carlin. of 
Virginia, who were opposed to the ‘res- 
Olution at the last session, voted this 
time to recommend its adoption.

George, Lord Kitchener, Lloyd-George, 
General Joffre, Czar Nicholas and 
President Poincaire, but action is the 
Keynote of the whole production, and 
action it is from the beginning to the 
end—action in the war-caldron, in all 
its fury and its terribleness.

Other particularly noteworthy scenes 
show a battle between aeroplanes, in 
which one falls to earth; a Zeppelin 
soaring over Paris and dropping ex- 
plosives; the explosion of a shell 
an allies’ trench and blowing up a 
trench artillery squad with its gun; 
hand grenade battle, in which the cam- 
era man must have been standing with- 
in arm’s reach of some of the partici- 
pants; the shelling of hostile warcraft 
by the Russian Black sea fleet, and 
the bombardment in the Dardanelles;

STRUGGLE OF CLASS 
DESCRIBED IN TALK 
BY NOTED SOCIALIST 


In an address on “The Class Strug- 
gle and Its Remedy,” at the Red Men’s 
wigwam Thursday evening, Mrs. Rose 
Pastor Stokes, of New York, a noted 
writer and lecturer, gave an instruct- 
ive account of the class struggle from 
early history, on through the days of 
feudalism, and told her hearers some- 
thing of the vigorous struggle which 
exists today. 

Mrs. Stokes told of the tremendous 
development of industry since the dis- 
covery of the force coming from steam, 
and of how this new development 
brought about a new kind of slavery. 

“But a few reaped the benefits of 
the machine,” she said. “Some were 
employed, but a vast majority were 
left unemployed, because the machine 
could do the work which had been 
done before by hand, and could do it 
so much cheaper that the man who 
was left out of work could not sell 
what he produced by hand for enough 
to pay him for his labor. The class 
struggle manifested itself in the burn- 
ing ot factories in an effort to destroy 
the machines which had thrown 
many out of work. Before the begin- 
ning of factories there was no such 
thing as the army of the unemployed. 
It is a modern thing. Now unemploy- 
ment is as wide as capitalism. 

“As they burned the early factories, 
so today the people are cursing 
trust. They think that it is an ene- 
my of the people, when it is not. It is 
in line with progress. But it is not 
the end of progress. We have reached 
the beginning of @@mocracy in tie 
trust. The solution of our social state 
problem lies in the fact that we car 
read and think, and that we are gain- 
ing control of the machine. 

“TIT know the capitalist class is just 
as much a tool of the present system,” 
said she, “as the working class. The 
capitalists cannot extricate themselves 
any more than can the workers. Both 
are victims of a certain point of view. 
Both sides are doing things inthhuman, 
but there are more inhuman things 
being done by capitalists and ring 
fastened upon the workers than you 
know. The capitalist class is fighting 
to destroy power, and until the people 
have gained control of the machinery 
of production we cannot have unity in 
society. We cannot have peace until 
we have socialized industry.”

PROFESSIONAL VIEWS 
ON COTTON SITUATION 


New York, December 14.—(Special.)—It 
is rumored that Neill Brothers estimate the 
consumption of American cotton during the 
year at 14,760,000 bales. If this be correct 
the crop, linters, and old cotton will foot 
up about 13,600,600 and it would leave only 
1,150,000 bales to be withdrawn from the 
visible supply of the American spinners 
stock or from both. Drawing half from 
each source would leave a visible supply of 
1,660,000 and American mill stocks of 
1,157,000 on August 1 next, both of which 
are ample. The government figures on 
consumption this morning show about 56,- 
000 bales larger than the same month ljast 


year. 

The total for the month, including lint- 
ers, was 649,073, which includes 64,981 
linters. The total for the four months of 
the n was 2,492,298, which includes 
264,923 linters. This also includes foreign 
cotton consumed, the figures on which for 
the four months will approximate 100,000 
bales. The most striking figure of the re- 
port is the fact that American mills are 
carrying a stock of cotton, nicluding lint- 
ers, that foots up 2,271,645 vs. 1,712,730 on 
the same date last year. This is a record- 
breaking stock for the mills to carry in their 
own warehouses—practicaily four months’ 
supply and does not include that in transit 
or for forward shipment. There can be no 
question but that American mills have vir- 
tually bought their entire year’s needs. The 
net gain in consumption this far (four 
months) foots up 226,000 bales when com- 
pared with last year, but last year the 
first four months were the four smallest 
months of the’ year; this season the reverse 
may finally prove to be the case. 

The market during the last thirty min- 
utes of the session showed 30 points ad- 
vance, the basis of the advance being talk 
of peace and of the lilness of Lioyd-George, 
‘which might hasten peace.

On the other hand 
they would unquestionably uphold the gov- 
ernment’s rejection of any offered that in- 
volved loss of territory to England and its 
allies, therefore if our analysis of the situa- 
tion proves correct declining. markets may 
be seen tomorrow, in which case, however, 
we think purchases advisable.

New York, December 14.—The cotton 
market showed continued nervousness 
and irregularity today, but in the main 
reflected a more optimistic view of 
peace prospects and advanced sharply 
in the late trading, with May selling 
at 18.92, or 39 points above last night's 
closing figure. The close was irregu- 
lar, net 80 to 40 points higher. 

The market opened steady at an ad- 
vance of 16 to 24 points, and sold 27 
to 30 points net higher right after the 
call on covering and bull support in- 
spired by higher cables, favorable Man- 
chester trade advices and the well-sus- 
tained volume of domestic mill con- 
sumption as indicated by the census 
report. 

The advance of about 48 points from 
yesterday's level met increased offer- 
ings, however, with Wall street inter- 
ests active seliers as though influ- 
enced by an unsettled stock market, 
and prices broke back to within a point 
or two of yesterday's final figures be- 
fore the end of the morning. Arounc 
18.07 for January and 18.34 for March 
the market steadied. It looked as 
though the Wall street liquidation 
caused by the break in stocks had 
been pretty well absorbed, and the af- 
ternoon advance was assisted by west- 
ern and Wall street buying, as well as 
by covering and a moderate demand 
from trade sources. 

The support became more active

New York, December 14.—The stock 
market experienced another drastic 
downward movement today, leading is- 
sues other than rails falling five to 
twelve points under recent low levels 
and from 20 to almost 50 points under 
maximums of last month.
